When asked how 
these cases were diagnosed, Dr. Rei- 
mann said a piece of the suspected 
tissue was taken away from thc 
patient, with an anesthetic of course, 
then given labratory treatment and 
finally put under the microscope to 
be diagnosed. If cancer, then the 
patient is given treatment immedi- 
ately and if the spot is local and has 
j not ' disseminated, the patient will 
i eventually be cured. Delay treatment

Historic Chalice to Church 



The Willcox chalice, which holds 
much of the history of the Catholic 
Church in its golden calyx, was used 
again in the celebration of solemn 
high mass last Thursday in the 
Church of St. Thomas the Apostle at 
Chester Heights. 

Its use followed the consecration of 
two new Carrara marble altars in the 
historic church which was formerly 
known as Ivy Mills. 

Regarded as the first chalice used 
in the Holy Sacrifice of Mass in Penn- 
sylvania, it was loaned for the occa- 
sion by the owners, Mr. and Mrs. 
William F. Willcox, of Merion Park. 
It has been in their family for more 
than 200 years. 

The chalice, made of solid gold, is 
one of a number of sacred vessels, in- 
cluding a paten and several pyxes, 
that were purchased in England by 
Elizabeth Cole, who lived at Ivy 
Bridge, Worcestershire, before she be- 
came the wife of Thomas Willcox.

Anyone dealing with a boy should 
be sympathetic.

The Politicians and the Public 

Ralph Adams Cram, on a rampage 
induced by some of the things which 
occurred during the recent campaign, 
arrives at the conclusion that the 
politicians have become the worst kind 
of public nuisances, and his despair 
is deep because he believes nothing 
can be done about it. Of course, he 
advances an empirical solution to the 
problem and he goes to lengths in de- 
scribing a vast restriction of the right 
of suffrage, which, he asserts, will 
better conserve democracy as it was 
conceived in our Constitution. We 
suppose, however, that nobody knows 
better than America's most distin- 
guished architect how little chance 
there is for a throwback to the real 
intent of the young men who are 
called the Founding Fathers, and who 
reserved voting privileges to a com- 
paratively small number of American 
citizens. The Constitution they 
molded was never a "people's consti- 
tution," as the people were feared 
greatly as a source of original action, 
and the record makes it plain that 
such concessions as were granted were 
only devised as an inducement for the 
popular ratification which had to oc- 
cur. As it was, only 5 r /o of the entire 
white male population of the coun- 
try voted on the issue to accept or re- 
ject and the majority in favor was of 
decidedly slight proportions. The 
palaver we have been hearing recently 
about a sacrosanct American way is 
one of the stupid things which Mr. 
Cram may be blaming on the polti- 
cians, but he should not overlook the 
editors who were the chief proponents 
of this particular heresy. 

* * * 

There are probably not many of us 
who expect that the political devices 
of those who have been charged re- 
cently with power will be different 
in any respect from that to which wc 
have been accustomed for these many 
years. In fact, we can reasonably 
look for a great many more specious 
maneuvers, for the Democrats will 
not be content until they uproot what 
is left of Republican strongholds, 
which is probably accountable for the 
faces which the State Administration 
is now making at Mayor Wilson. Also 
it can supply the reason for the drive 
against the existence of the Municipal 
Court, which is doing an extraordi- 
nary amount of valuable work at a 
comparatively low cost, but it is 
hardly to be expected that the numer- 
ous court jobs at the disposal of the 
judges should not be receiving some 
attention, even if it is necessary to 
put through a ripper bill to control 
the situation. In addition to that, 
there is one Honorable Eugene Bon- 
niwell, elected to the court as a Demo- 
crat, but who strayed from the reser- 
vation on the advent of Earle, and 
that kind of high treason must be 
punished at all costs, according to the 
code which governs all practical poli- 
tics irrespective of the party involved. 

* * * 

Some very profound reasons are 
advanced as to why these essentially 
unpatriotic political organizations are 
tolerated so indefinitely, and all of 
them may be accurate, but a more 
practical explanation would seem to 
lie in the fact that taxes are main- 
tained by the machines on rather a 
moderate basis (as regards the 
amount charged) and that citizens 
fail to see any particular personal 
gains which would come to them as a 
result of getting excited about the 
oligarchies. Of course, it may not be 
agreed generally that taxes are mod- 
erate, but we think it can be argued 
better that they are, and it is submit- 
ted that the most pertinent discussion 
should revolve on the very meager 
returns which the inhabitants of large 
cities are getting from what they pay. 
At this point the broad subject of 
esthetics would enter, the manner in 
which beauty has almost departed 
from the life of the people at large, 
and which might be regained and 
nourished at a cost which may prove 
to be less than what is now being paid 
to maintain the army of drones which 
Wilson very properly desires to chase 
from City Hall. Our Frank Schrep- 
fer should be the lad to develop this 
theory of public expenditures, for 
none knows it better, and there is a 
notable opportunity for him to pro- 
vide a very substantial service. 

* « » 

When the race starts to confess its 
sins of omission, which, in the life of 
the average citizen, transcend in im- 
portance those of commission, we may 
then assume that a sanctified demo- 
cracy has begun to yield its finest 
fruit. The Spectator.

AN ORDINANCE

Providing for the repairing and re-laying 
of sidewalks, curbs and gutters. 

THE COUNCIL OK THE BOROUGH 
OF NARBERTH DOES ORDAIN: 

SECTION 1. Be it enacted, etc.. That 
whenever any sidewalk, curb or gutter 
upon land abutting the side of a street 
in the Borough of Narberth. has not been 
constructed according to Borough re- 
quirements, or is out of repair, the owner 
of such land is hereby required to re- 
pair or re-lay same. 

SECTION 2. Upon the neglect of any 
owner to comply with Section 1 of this 
ordinance, the Chairman of the Highway 
Committee of Borough Council, shall 
cause written notice to be served as pro- 
vided by law, setting forth the repairing 
or re-laying required. Upon neglect of 
any owner to comply with the foregoing 
provisions within thirty (30) days after 
service of such notice, the required re- 
pairing or re-laying shall he done or 
caused to he done by the Borough, and 
the actual cost thereof, together with 
lifteen (15%) per centum additional, to 
cover the administrative expenses, shall 
be charged to such owner. 

SECTION 3. Ordinances Nos. 135. 
dated November 1. l'.tOi), and 2411, dated 
February 14, l'.»27, and all other ordi- 
nances or parts of ordinances inconsist- 
ent herewith, are hereby repealed.

•January 15, 1922. Of that number 
the following still reside in Narberth 
or Philadelphia: Carl Greyer, Geor- 
gianna Hoffsten, Ruth Hoffsten, 
Louise Hensler, P. B. Krout, Sara E.

During the fifteen years of history

present membership is 270.
